The United Way of Greater Los Angeles, a non-profit organization leading the mission to 
uplift those in need through education, financial stability and housing, is providing a grant to 
Council District Eight to assist with maintaining a Homelessness Policy position. The position 
will continue to work with office staff and leadership to support planning and projects related to 
housing and homeless in Council District Eight and across jurisdictions where relevant. Action is 
needed to accept this grant and cause the funds to be deposited appropriately. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that Council District Eight be authorized to accept a grant of up 
to $30,000 from the United Way of Greater Los Angeles to support Homelessness Policy staff

I MOVE that the matter of Council’s action on August 18, 2020, relative to appropriation of 
General City Purposes funds to support the Homeless Housing and Recovery Project, (C.F.20-0111-S1), 

BE AMENDED to: 

1) Authorize the Housing and Community Investment Department (HCID) to contract with the 
Tarzana Treatment Center (TTC) to complete the transfer of these funds, as follows: 

A) Amend the City’s 2020-21 General Fund Contract with Los Angeles Homeless 
Services Authority (LAHSA) (C-136465) to add $450,000 for LAHSA to 
contract with TTC to support the Homeless Housing and Recovery Project 
(HHRP) in partnership with Providence Tarzana Medical Center and Providence 
Holy Cross Medical Center for leases, temporary housing, patient navigators and 
ancillary services; and 

B) Amend the City’s 2021-22 General Fund Contract with LAHSA, to add the 
remaining funds for TTC unspent under contract C-136465 for LAHSA to 
continue subcontracting with TTC, to support the HHRP in partnership with 
TTC, Providence Tarzana Medical Center and Providence Holy Cross Medical 
Center for leases, temporary housing, patient navigators and ancillary services; 

2) Request LAHSA to contract with TTC to complete the transfer of funds and execute a 
sole source subcontract with TTC to support the HHRP for temporary housing, patient 
navigators and ancillary services from October 1, 2020 - September 30, 2021, and in an 
amount not to exceed $450,000; and 

3) Authorize HCID to make any technical changes necessary to effectuate the intent of this 
Motion.

On May 10, 2019, the Council adopted the Program Year 45 Consolidated Plan, which 
included an allocation of $450,000 in Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds to 
refurbish the Vermont Square Library (C.F. 18-0968). There is a need for these funds to be 
reprogramed in order to install additional LED lighting, poles, security cameras, and other 
improvements at Vermont Square Park. In addition, funds are currently needed to purchase 
security cameras at South Park. The Department of Recreation and Parks (RAP) has the expertise 
to implement these improvements. 

The proposed improvements will increase safety for park patrons and nearby residents. To 
allow these efforts to proceed as soon as possible, the Council should approve the reprogramming 
of $450,000 in CDBG funds to allow RAP to implement the proposed improvements to Vermont 
Square Park and South Park. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council, subject to the approval of the Mayor: 

1. Authorize the Housing and Community Investment Department to: 

a. Reprogram $450,000 in Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds 
from the 2019-20 Program Year 45, Council District 9 Vermont Square Library 
line item to the following projects, subject to CDBG eligibility and other 
applicable federal requirements:

Pointe on La Brea, L.P. (Sponsor), a California limited partnership, has requested that the 
City of Los Angeles (City) through the Housing and Community Investment Department (HCID) issue 
Multifamily Housing Revenue Bonds, in an amount not to exceed $22,833,000, to finance the 
acquisition and new construction of the 50-unit multifamily housing project known as the Pointe on La 
Brea (Project) located at 843 N. La Brea Ave. in Council District Five. The Project will provide 49 
units of affordable housing, and one manager’s unit. 

The Sponsor has pledged to comply with all City and HCID bond policies related to the 
work described in this motion, including but not limited to payment of prevailing wages for labor 
and project monitoring with HCID. 

In accordance with the Tax Equity and Fiscal Responsibility Act of 1982 (TEFRA) and as 
part of the bond issuance process, HCID conducted the required public hearing on July 15, 2020. 
Notice of the public hearing was published on July 08, 2020. HCID is required to provide proof to 
the California Debt Limit Allocation Committee (CDLAC) that a TEFRA hearing has been 
conducted as part of the application process. 

The City is a conduit issuer and is required by federal law to review and approve all projects 
within its jurisdiction and conduct a public hearing. The bond debt is payable solely from revenues 
or other funds provided by the Sponsor. The City does not incur liability for repayment of the bonds. 
To allow the bonds to be incurred in accordance with CDLAC requirements, the Council should 
approve the minutes of the hearing and adopt the required Resolution (attached). 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council consider the attached results of the TEFRA 
public hearing held on July 15, 2020 for the Pointe on La Brea and adopt the attached TEFRA 
Resolution approving the issuance of bonds in an amount not to exceed $22,833,000 for the acquisition 
and new construction of a 50-unit multifamily housing project located at 843 N. La Brea Ave. in 
Council District 5.

This meeting was conducted to meet the required Tax Equity and Fiscal Responsibility 
Act of 1982 (TEFRA) Public Hearing for the Oatsie’s Place and Pointe on La Brea 
Projects. 

This meeting was called to order on Wednesday, July 15, 2020 at 9:00 a.m. via 
teleconference by the Los Angeles Housing + Community Investment Department. 

A notice of this hearing was published in the Los Angeles Times on July 08, 2020 (the 
“Notice”). The purpose of this meeting was to hear public comments regarding the City 
of Los Angeles 1 proposed issuance of multifamily housing revenue bonds or notes for the 
above referenced projects. 

The City of Los Angeles Housing + Community Investment Department representatives 
present were Apolinar Abrajan, Andre Perry, and Raymond Luc. In addition, Ms. Lisa 
Haddon, a representative from the sponsor for the Pointe on La Brea project was also 
present. All representatives were present via teleconference as described in the Notice. 

By 9:30 a.m. there were no other representatives from the public who made themselves 
available and no public comments were provided, so the meeting was adjourned.

RESOLUTION 


CITY OF LOS ANGELES 


A RESOLUTION APPROVING FOR PURPOSES OF SECTION 147(f) OF THE 

INTERNAL REVENUE CODE OF 1986 THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS OR NOTES BY 

THE CITY OF LOS ANGELES TO FINANCE THE ACQUISITION, 

REHABILITATION, CONSTRUCTION AND EQUIPPING OF A MULTIFAMILY 

RESIDENTIAL RENTAL PROJECT LOCATED WITHIN THE CITY OF 

LOS ANGELES. 

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles (the “City”) is authorized, pursuant to Section 248, as 
amended, of the City Charter of the City and Article 6.3 of Chapter 1 of Division 11 of the Los Angeles 
Administrative Code, as amended (collectively, the “Law”), and in accordance with Chapter 7 of Part 5 of 
Division 31 (commencing with Section 52075) of the Health and Safety Code of the State of California 
(the “Act”), to issue its revenue bonds or notes for the purpose of providing financing for the acquisition, 
construction, rehabilitation and equipping of multifamily rental housing for persons and families of low 
or moderate income; and 

WHEREAS, the City intends to issue for federal income tax purposes certain bonds or notes (the 
“Bonds”) the proceeds of which will be used to finance the acquisition, construction, rehabilitation and 
equipping of a multifamily rental housing project described in paragraph 6 hereof (the “Project”); and 

WHEREAS, the Project is located wholly within the City; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the public interest and for the public benefit that the City authorize the 
financing of the Project, and it is within the powers of the City to provide for such financing and the 
issuance of the Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the interest on the Bonds may qualify for a federal tax exemption under 
Section 142(a)(7) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (the “Code”), only if the Bonds are approved in 
accordance with Section 147(f) of the Code; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Code, Bonds are required to be approved, following a public hearing, 
by an elected representative of the issuer of the Bonds (or of the governmental unit on behalf of which the 
Bonds are issued) and an elected representative of the governmental unit having jurisdiction over the area 
in which the Project is located; and 

WHEREAS, this City Council is the elected legislative body of the City and is the applicable 
elected representative required to approve the issuance of the Bonds within the meaning of Section 147(f) 
of the Code; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 147(1) of the Code, the City caused a notice to appear in the Los 
Angeles Times, which is a newspaper of general circulation in the City, on July 8, 2020, to the effect that a 
public hearing would be held with respect to the Project on July 15, 2020 regarding the issuance of the 
Bonds; and 
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WHEREAS, the Los Angeles Housing and Community Investment Department held said public 
hearing on such date, at which time an opportunity was provided to present arguments both for and 
against the issuance of the Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the minutes of said hearing have been presented to this City Council; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the City Council of the City of Los Angeles, as 

follows: 

1. The recitals hereinabove set forth are true and correct, and this City Council so finds. 
This Resolution is being adopted pursuant to the Law and the Act. 

2. Pursuant to and solely for purposes of Section 147(f) of the Code, the City 
Council hereby approves the issuance of the Bonds by the City in one or more series up to the 
maximum amount below and a like amount of refunding bonds, pursuant to a plan of financing, to 
finance or refinance the Project. It is intended that this Resolution constitute approval of the 
Bonds: (a) by the applicable elected representative of the issuer of the Bonds; and (b) by the 
applicable elected representative of the governmental unit having jurisdiction over the area in 
which the Project is located, in accordance with said Section 147(f). 

3. Pursuant to the Law and in accordance with the Act, the City hereby authorizes 
the Los Angeles Housing and Community Investment Department to proceed with a mortgage 
revenue bond program designed to provide housing within the City of Los Angeles for low- and 
moderate-income persons through the issuance of the Bonds for the Project, in one or more series 
and in an amount not to exceed that specified in paragraph 6 hereof. 

4. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary hereof, the City shall be under no 
obligation to issue any portion of the Bonds described in paragraph 6 hereof to be issued by the 
City for the Project prior to review and approval by the City and the City Attorney of the 
documents, terms and conditions relating to such Bonds.

PUBLIC SAFETY 


Recently, there has been a marked increase in the number of homicides and other violent 
crimes occurring in the Los Angeles Police Department’s (LAPD) Operations-South Bureau 
(OSB), with many of these incidents reported to be connected to gang activity. From late 
June to late July 2020, LAPD reported a 200 percent increase in homicides in OSB as 
compared to the previous month. Additionally, shootings increased by 40 percent, and other 
violent crimes, such as rape, increased by 91 percent in this same time period. Year to date, 
there has been a 10.3 percent increase in homicides in OSB. 

LAPD and the Mayor's Office of Gang Reduction and Youth Development (GRYD) have 
worked to address gang-related issues in OSB to keep gang-related violence at record 
lows until this past year. As gang-related violence continues to be a pressing issue with 
numbers spiking of late, it is imperative that LAPD and GRYD report on this recent increase 
in violence and on what is being done to address it. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD), with the assistance 
of the Mayor’s Office of Gang Reduction and Youth Development (GRYD) be DIRECTED to 
report on the recent increase in homicides and other violent crimes occurring in 
Operations-South Bureau, and the response from LAPD, GRYD and CBOs to reduce the 
increase in gang-related violence in these communities.

PERSONNEL AND 
ANIMAL WELFARE 


In November 2000, Los Angeles voters overwhelmingly approved Measure F which provided 
nearly $533 million in bond funding for a major upgrade of the City’s fire stations and animal 
shelters. Over the course of the ensuing years, almost all of that funding has been expended on 
projects to modernize and expand the City's fire and animal care facilities. This General 
Obligation Bond provided the necessary $154 million in financing for the construction and/or 
rehabilitation of 8 animal shelters, most notably the West Valley Animal Shelter. 

In response to the City’s current financial situation, due to the impacts of COVID-19, our City 
departments have had to make temporary changes to their operating budgets and that includes the 
Department of Animal Services. However, it has come to the Council’s attention that the once 
temporary plan to shutter City operations at the West Valley Animal Shelter, due to COVID-19, 
could now become permanent. 

With both valley shelters covering a geographic expanse that constitutes 40% of the total area of 
Los Angeles, with an estimated 1.77 million population, it is imperative that the City maintain its 
operations at the West Valley Animal Shelter. In 2019, the West Valley shelter impounded a 
total of 9,320 animals, while the East Valley shelter impounded 14,605. The City would be 
negligent in their obligation to provide necessary services to all stray or lost animals if the West 
Valley shelter no longer operates as a city shelter and the burden to accommodate and care for an 
estimated 24,000 animals is left to only the East Valley shelter. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Department of Animal Services be instructed to report 
immediately to this council on the long term plan for the West Valley Animal Shelter.

TRADE, TRAVEL, AND TOURISM 


MOTION 

On August 21,2020, the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) published a Draft 
Environmental Impact Statement [DEIS) for the construction and operation of a 
replacement passenger terminal building and improvements at the Hollywood Burbank 
Airport. The FAA has allowed public comment on the DEIS for only 45 days, with the 
comment period set to end on October 4,2020. 

The COVID-19 emergency has curtailed opportunities for the kinds of robust public 
presentations that would typically be associated with a project of this magnitude, and this 
project may have significant impacts on Los Angeles neighborhoods. Even under normal 
circumstances, a 45 day comment period would not be adequate for a project of this 
magnitude, and it would be especially inadequate given the limitations inherent during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

In order to allow fulsome and robust participation by all interested parties, particularly in 
communities near and impacted by the Hollywood Burbank Airport, the comment period 
should be extended. The City of Los Angeles should have adequate time to consider the 
impacts of the airport expansion project on the City and participate in the environmental 
review process to ensure that its interests and those of its residents are protected. 

WE THEREFORE MOVE that the Council REQUEST the City Attorney to draft a letter calling 
upon the Federal Aviation Administration to extend the 45 day comment period to a total 
of 120 days, in order to allow all stakeholders, including the City, ample time to analyze the 
Draft Environmental Impact Statement related to the Hollywood Burbank Airport terminal 
project and submit their concerns. 

WE FURTHER MOVE that the Council REQUEST the City Attorney, in concert with the Chief 
Legislative Analyst, the Planning Department, the Department of Transportation and all 
other relevant city agencies, to review the potential practical, legal and environmental 
impacts of the Hollywood Burbank Airport terminal project on the City of Los Angeles, and 
to submit comments in response to the project's Draft Environmental Impact Statement to 
the Federal Aviation Administration highlighting those impacts and requesting redress and 
mitigations that will protect the interests of the City and its residents.
